St. Hubert’e Grill, on the top floor of the 
Majestic hotel, im Quincy street, between 
State and Dearborn, was destroyed at 1 
o clock thie morning by a fire which caused 
apectacular pantcs both in the Majestic hotet 
beneath and the Great Northern hotel ad- 
joining. | 

The fire was believed to be under centro} 
at 2 o'clock, 

In the Majestic hotel were 800 guests and 
in the Great Northern still a larger number, 

The alarm in both hosteiries came simul- 
taneously when a kitchen worker in the grill 
telephoned that fire hed started and got be- 
yond control. 

Clerk Kennedy in the Majestic, Cashier 
Anna Schitier in the Great Northern, and 
Telephone Operator Frances Murphey of the 
Great Northern began to call the guests se- 
tematically by rooms, beginning with the top 
floor. 

Some Climb.to Fire Hscapes. 

The messages told the guests that there wae 
no danger, but in a moments time the cor~- 
ridors were filled with alarmed men and 
women. The slevators carried them to the 
rotundas of the hotel, where toilets previous- 
ly incomplete were finished. There were 
jams in the elevators, but no one wae in- 
jured.

„The ‘committee says in ita report that 
even if it be true that Browne, Broderick, 
and Wilson paid these men money for their 
votes for Mr. Lorimer, nevertheless, there 
is no evidence to show that either Browne, 
Wilson, or Broderick was corrupted in his 
support of Mr. Lorimer. 

This is one of the most startling propo-
